WAS PARTIALLY DAMAGED. THE THIRD EXPLOSION, WHICH DID NOT 
CAUSE ANY DAMAGE, WAS AT THE NO LONGER FUNCTIONING LANDI 
KOTAL RAILWAY STATION. 
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CONTACTS ARE WORRIED THAT SABOTAGE

FIRST, HE EXPECTrtGENTS WHO HAVE BEEN SENT BY WAD ON \

WHILE THE REGIME IN KABUL IS STILL A FUNCTIONING ENTITY.

JALSO EXPECTS SABOTAGE INCIDENTS TO 
INCREASE RATHER THAN DECLINE IN THE FRONTIER AFTER THE 
SIGNING OF THE GENEVA ACCORDS. HE REASONS THAT AS THE 
POSITION OF NAJIB GROWS WEAKER IN KABUL HIS REGIME WILL 
LASH OUT MORE AT PAKISTAN WITH BOMB EXPLOSIONS IN AN 
ATTEMPT TO PRESSURE THE PAK AUTHORITIES TO STOP SUPPORT 
FOR THE MUJAHEDIN.
